Sensational Suit Arising Out 
of the Leonis Case, 


THE ROBERT AND MINNIE LIBEL. 


Two Ynfortunates Committed to the 
Insane Asylum—Ballerino and 
Mrs. Bigelow—Decision by 7 
Judge Clark—Notes. 


The case of Jean Leonis against M. V. 
Biscailuz, a somewhat sensational suit 
arising from the recent contest over the 
estate of Miguel Leonis, deceased, came up 
for trial before Judge Wade in Department 
Three yesterday afternoon, and will prob- 
ably ocoupy his attention for several days. 

The plaintiff, Jean Leonis, isan elderly 
Basque, and on the death of his brother, 
Miguel Leonis, succeeded to about one-fifth 
of the Leonis estate, valued at about 860, 
000. He alleges that many yearsago he 
met Biscailuz in the Pyrenees where he 
lived, and they became pretty well ac- 
quainted. He, however, forgot all about 
this chance meeting aftera time, and wonld 
probably never have thought about it 
ag in hid not Biscailuz reminded him of 
it, as the plaintiff came to this country 
several years ago, but had not seen or heard 
of him. Shortiy afterthe death of Miguel 
Leonis. Biscailuz went jp the plaintiff and 
after reminding him of their former ac- 
quaintance, offered his services as an attor- 
hey in the matter of procuring his share of 
the estate. The plaintiff being an ignor- 
ant man aud unable to converse in any 
language but his native Bisque, was over- 
joyed at meeting someone with whom he 
could talk upon the subject, and readily 
acquiesced in the attorney’s proposition to 
look after his interests. Biscailuz offered 
to take the matter for 700 francs, and stated 
that he bad a partner who did not know as 
much jaw as he did, wno would want 800 
frances more. He then drew up à contract 
in Basque which be read to the plaintiff, 
the terms of which were perfectly satisfac- 
tory to him. Biscailuz then sat down ip 
his office and pretended to translate the 
contract into English for the benefit of the 
potary public, but as it afterward trans- 
pired, instead of doipg so, he drew up a 
deed from Leonis to himself of half his 
share of the estate, whatever it micht be. 
He then took the ignorant Basque before a 
notary public and after preteuding to inter- 
pret ali that was said, obtained his signa- 
ture to the deed, 

Hence the plaintiff seeks to have this 
deed annulled and set aside on the ground 
that it was obtained by fraudulent repre- 
sentations, 

The plaintiff is represented by W. T.

ROBERT AND MINNIE LIBEL. 

At 11 o’cl-ck yesterday morning, the 
hour appointed by Judge Ross for the re- 
turn upon the libel of the United States 
fiied against the schooner Robert and Min- 
nie, her t ckle, apparel and furniture, etc., 
on May 23 last, United States District At- 
torney Wil.oughby Cole and Alexander 
Campbell, Beg. appeared for the Guvern- 
ment, inthe United States District Court, 
and G. J. Denis, Esq., for tne claimants. 
By order of the Court, the following proc- 
lamatlon was made in open court: 

„United States vs. Ine Schooner Robert 
and Minnie, her tackle, apparel and furni- 
ture, etc, Hear, ye! Heat, ye! All per- 
sons having or pretending to have any 
right, title or interest in the schooner Rob- 
ert and Minnie, ber tackle, apparel, furni- 
ture, etc., this day come into court and au- 
swer the libel of the United States of 
America, on pain of being pronounced in 
defauit, and of having tue 
said libel taken pro confessy against you.“ 

G. J. Denis, Esq., proctor for the claim- 
ants, then appeared and fileda formai ex- 
ception to said libel in words as follows, to- 
wit: . 

“Thomas O' Farrell, James Neyland, W. 
E. Reed and D. McKinoan, claimants of 
the said schooner, respondents. hereby ex- 
cept to the libel of the U nited States herein, 
and allege that the libeilant ought not to 
have the relief for which it prays, fer the 
reason thatitappears on the face of said 
libel that the acts alleged to have been com- 
mitted do not constitute a violation of any 
law of the United States entitling the libel- 
laut to the relief prayed for in this, that the 
acts so alleged do not, nor does any one of 
them constitute the fitting out, arming and 
equipping, or any of them, of the schooner 
Kubert and Minnie, with intent that said 
vessel should be employed in the service of 
any foreign prince, or state, or of any col- 
ony, district or people, to cruise or commit 
hostilities against the subjects, citizens or 
property of any foreign prince, or state, or 
of any colony, district or people, with whom 
the United States are at peace. 

“Wherefore, the respondents pray that 
said libel be dismissed.” 

Upon motion of the procter, and. by con- 
sent of the attorneys for the Government, 
the Court set the matter for hearing on 
Monday morning next, the 22d inst. 

COMMITTED TO THE ASYLUM. 

An elderly woman named Mrs. Emily M. 
Ferry, the wife of a teamster in the 
employ of the ; Los Angeles Construc- 
tion Company, and John Houghwout. 
a bricklayer, were committed to fhe State 
asylum for the insané by Judge Smith yes- 
terday afternoon, in accordance with the 
recommendations of Drs, B. F. Kierulff and 
C. F. Gillingham, the commissioners ap- 
pointed by the court ta examine tue patients 
as to their sauity. 

Mrs. Ferry, who is a native of New York, 
53 years of age, is the mother of eight 
children, the youngest of whom is 17 years 
of age. Shortly after the birth of this 
child she fell a victim to that dread disease, 
chorea, or St. Vitus dance, but ber mental 
facuities remained unimpaired until about 
seven years ago, wheu she was committed 
to an asylum in Iowa, but subsequentiy re- 
leased as cured. A few months ago, how- 
ever, she again evinced sigus of insanity, 
and threateved suicide, homicide and 
incendiarism. Her destructive and vicious 
habits caused her husband and children 
terrible anxiety, and as her lunacy in- 
creased they determined to have her placed 
out of danger to herself and them. 

The other case, that of John Houghwou 
is almost as sad. The patient, a native o 
New Jersey, 43 years of age, resides with 
his wife and only child, a pretty little girl 
of 4 years, t No. 204 San Fernando street. 
He is a bricklayer by occupation, and until 
recently earned upwards of A a day; but a 
few mouths ago he was laid up for some 
weeks with sickness. While in a weak 
condition, mentally and physicaliy, a 
thoughtless friend gave him a pamphlet ad- 
vertising somevody’s “microbe killer.“ 
The horrors depicted in this wretched 

mphlet so worked upon the sick man’s 
magination as to compietely overbalance 
his mind, and he is now a hopeless maniac. 
He imagines that the air is a horrible mass 
of writhing microbes, struggling to devour 
him, and he has already consumed nineteen 
gallons of the wretched stuff, the curative 
powers of which were trumpeted in the 
pamphlet. 

A warrant was also issued yesterday by 
Judge Smith for the arrest of a third un- 
fortunate, Seth White, a rancher at Cala- 
basas, having been complained’ of by his 
wife, Mrs. Lavinia White, and i. is prob- 
able that he will be brought in today. 

JOINT PAYMENTS ON CONTRACT. 

Judge Clark yesterday overruled the de- 
murrer in the case of M. F..0’Dea against 
J. H. Book et al., in accordance with the 
following written opinion: 


“The demurrer to the original complaint 
was sustained upon the theory that the pay- 
ment by the city to Buriingame of the bal- 


ance due under the contract was a volun- 
tary payment, and that upon principle 
where A and Bare jointly indebted in a 


certain sum. and us between themselves are

at the request of A and B, and is supported 
by a consideration moving from them, then 
such payment should be considered and 
treated as though made by them, and if this 
be so, it follows that A has not only paid 
more than B, but has paid more than his 
proportionate share of the just indebted- 
ness, and is therefore entitled to cuntribu- 
tion. The amendment to the complaint 
setting forth these tacts may possibly be 
ambiguous, but is sufficient against a gen- 
eral demurrer, De demurrer is over- 
ruled, W. H. OLARk.

They Elect a New Chief in Place of 
Cab zon. 

For some months there has been growing 
dissatisfaction among the desert Indians 
with the chief Cabazon, who claims to be 
their hereditary chief. 


His father, Cabazon, Sr., died about 1884, 


old and respected alike by Indians and 
whites. 


The present policy of the Indian De part- 
ment is to break up all tribal relation and 
the ancient custom of recognizing chiefs and 


chieftains, while tolerated, is discouraged 
generally. 

In this instance a majority of the tribe 
wish to follow the wishes of the agent and 
the commissioners who are preparing the 
reservation for settlement. bis is not 
agreeable to the non-progressive Indians, 
and the old ones who prefer the old customs 
and poverty with ignorance rather than the 
white man’s methods, schools, laud in sever- 
alty and intelligence. Tue pew methods 
must prevail, and the disaffected Indiaus 
held an election contrary to Cabazon’s 
wishes, and elected by a large majority 
William Willi ms, a full-blooded Iudian. 
who with twenty-five of his faction called 
upon Agent Rust at Colton, Monday, re- 
ported the result of the election with tte 
full names of all the voters fur each candi- 
date on separate sheets all written by E. 
Manuel Espinosa, a full-blooded Indian, 
who acted as interpreter. He never was in 
school, but had sume private instruction. 

Commissions were issved by Agent Rust 
to the chief aud four ‘captains who have 
jurisdiction in minor offencesin their te- 
spective villages, and all of whom report 
unsettied matters to the agent.

Henry Miller Now Behind 
the Prison Walls. 


‘HIS ESCAPE AND RECAPTURE. 


Frightful Experience on the Desert, 
When He Drank His Own 
Blood to Preserve 
His Life. 


When Henry Miller was arrested in this 
city in the latter part of February last by 
United States Marshal Gard, a full account 
of which appeared in Tue Times, there 
was a disposition on the part of other local 
papers to belittle the capture, and it was 
broadly intimated that the lone highway- 
man”, was a harmless individual, and the 
newspaper item a fake.“ In the course of 
time Miller was taken back to Arizona, 
where he was tried, convicted and sen- 
tenced to ten years in San Quentin. On 
the way Miller made his escape, but was 
recaptured, full details of which appeared 
in the telegraphicecolumns, By this time 
the desperado is safe behind the prison 
walls, as will be seen by the following from 
the San Francisco Chronicle of Monday: 
“Henry B. Miller, a stage robber of Ari- 
zona, was registered at the city prison last 
night by Sheriff Paul of Arizona, who has 
had some difficulty in escorting his prisoner 
this far on the wav to San Quentin. About 
three and a half years ago Miller ran short 
of money and went on the road between 
Florence and Casa Grande to await the 
coming of the stage, and then compel Uncle 
Sam and Wells, Fargo & Co. to replenish 
his empty purse. hile wpe y for the 
stace Dr. Hurley of Florence and his coach- 
man drove along the road and were halted 
by Miller, The highwayman robbed the 
doctor and his,man of $52, and then com- 


pelled them to assist him in holding up the 


stage. After driving their team into the 
brush, he tiled their hands behind them, 
put masks on their faces and ordered them 
to stand in the brush by the side of the road; 


‘which grew almost up to their shoulders.

“While they were in this position a man 
named Saix drove up, and after he had con- 
tributes $25 to swell Dr. Hurley’s contribu- 
tion he was treated in the same manner as 
the other two, and took his positionin the 
brush.

WONG ARK’S FATE. 


tT IS NOW IN THE HANDS OF 
THE JURY. 
noon-The “Man on Horse« 


back” Heard From—Argu-~ 
ments of Counsel.; 


When the Wong Ark murder trial was 
resumed before Judge Sbaw andthe jury 
in Department Six yesterday morning, F. B. 
Guthrie, Esq., took the floor and was about 
to continue his address to the jury, when, 
District Attorney McLachlan created a con- 
sidérable sensation by asking fora post- 
ponement of the trial for twenty-four hours. 
His reason for this somewhat unusual re- 
quest was that he bad just received a com- 
munication from the man on horseback,” 
whose evidence both defense and prosecu- 
tion had been so anxious to procure. ‘There 
was no possibility of his being produced in 
court until Wednesday morning, however, 
and he therefore asked for a continuance, 


in a moment, Mr. Hardesty remarking that 
the District Attorney knew it was wrong to 
bring the matter up at this stage of the pro- 
ceedings. He objected tothe District At- 
torney reading the communication he held 
in bis hand or commenting on the nature of 
its contents. “The jury should first be ex- 
ciuded if the “new evidence’ was to be 
commented on. 

Tue Court asked for the letter, which 


read as follows: 
“AZUSA, June 15, 1891. 

“To the Chief of Police of Los Angeles 
City—DEAR SIR: 1 see by the papers that 
some persons are endeavoring to mystify 
the true state of affairs as regards the 
murder of the Chinese woman, Goot Gue, 
{ will say that I was one that helped carry 
ber in the house in company with a police 
officer. If i can be of any service to you 1 
cau be found at Kelse’s camp in the San 
Gabriel Cefion, or I will be at 119 North 
‘Truman street on Saturday, the 20th inst. 

*Y ours truly, J. J. ROPER.”’ 

After reading it Judge Shaw seid that 
were the witness present he could not 
reopen the case for the purpose of admitting 
his testimony as it was not material, and 
only bore on an incident th t took place 
after the shooting. He therefore denied tae 
m tion. 

Mr. Guthrie then resumed his argument 
and occupied the attention of the jury for 
the remainder of the morning session, 
Among other things he referred to the tes- 
timony of Wong Ark as to his relation with 
Officer Bevan. They were on good terms 
so long as the officer was receiving pay 
from Ark as a bribe to allow tan games to 
run in Chipatown; but when that stream 
of wealth was cut off, the relations between 
the two became suddenly strained. Bevan 
was evidently determined to sacrifice Wong 
Ark. Aud again, he and his fellow-ofleers 
had a reputation to maintain. Other points 
dwelt upon were the strong proof lutro- 
duced by the defense to prove an alibi, and 
the fact that many of the strong points 
made by the defense had not been contra- 
dieted. 

At the close of Mr. Guthrie's address a re- 
cess was taken until 1:15 o’clock p. m. 

On reconvening at that bour, District 
Attorney McLachlan made the closing ad- 
dress to the jury, an eloquent effort, which 
lasted two hours and ten minutes, He was 
frequently interrupted by the defendant’s 
counsel during the course of his argument, 
and on on one occasion Mr. Hardesty was 
severely rebuked by the Court for his un- 
seemly interruptions. Mr. McLachlan em- 
phasised the fact that the Chinese witnesses 
atthe Coroner’s inquest, and before they 
had been interviewed by the defendant’s 
counsel made totally different statements to 
those made “upon, the stand in court, and 
especially cailed attention to the story told 
by Judge Hatch’s Chinaman, the morning 
after the shooting. He then reviewed the 
testimony of the various witnesses, and im- 
pressed upon his audieace the absence of 
doubt as to Goot Gue having been shot by 
the defendant, the chain of circumstantial 


vestige of doubt. 

The Court, at the close of the argument, 
then read the instructions to the jury. 
There were, in all, thirty-nine instructions,

A contest which will last six days 
is now being held in Chicago to decide 
upon the best pattern of type-setting 
machine for general newspaper use. 
The contest was arranged in accord- 
ance with a resolution adopted by the 
American Newspaper Publisbers’ As- 
sociation at its last annual meeting in 
New York, when a committee of three 
newspaper men was appointed to make 
arrangments.

WE have made arrangements with a 
prominent citizen of Los Angeles—a 
keen obseiver and brilliant writer— 
who is making a vacation pedestrian. 
tour through Southern California, for 
aseries of letters descriptive of the 
country as he finds it. The first of 
these appears this morning,and will 
doubtless be read with interest. 
Such trips as this, with knapsack 
and cane, are common in Europe and 
some parts of the East; here, unfortu- 
nately, less so. owing to the condition 
of most of our roads. A pedestrian 
sees much of a country that the man 
who is whirled by ina Pullman car— 
or even in a buggy—entirely overlooks. 


Tue latest great subdivision scheme 
in the State is that of the Rancho del 
Paso, or Norris ranch, immediately 
adjoining Sacramento City and em- 
bracing 40,000 acres of the finest land 
inthe State, with the Central Pacific 
railway running through it. This 
great ranch has long stood like a 
Chinese wall between Sacramento and 
the development ofits eastern tribu- 
tary country. About thirteen years 
ago Mr. Haggin made an attempt to 
sell this ranch in New York and, Lon- 
dan, having it thoroughly surveyed and 
mapped and sending agents to each 
place, but that was during the Kear- 
ney excitement and outside capitalists 
were scared. The times are now more 
propitious. It will not be many years 
before all these big Spanish grants are 
divided up into small productive 
homes. 


SOUTHERN California has now an- 
other production to boast of—one 
which, as in the case of oranges and 
raisins, is, so far, a monopg@ly in this 
country. Tue Chronicle àhnounces 
the arrival in San Francisco of the first 
commercial shipment of tin ever pro- 
duced in the United States, consisting 
of 207 bars, weighing about fifty- 
six pounds each. It came from 
the Temescal tin mines, in San 
Bernardino county. All the tin hereto- 
fore used in the United States has 
come from Wales or Australia. It is 
said that within a few months the 
Temescal mines will be able to supply 
the entire American market. A year 
hence it is expected that they will 
turn out 2500 tons of tina year, with 
an almost unlimited capacity for in- 
crease. The total product of the world 
is at present only about 9000 tons.

THE HORTICULTURAL BUREAU 
MUDDLE. | 


As stated yesterday, the rejection of 
Gen, Chipman as chief of the bureau 
of horticulture, by the board of con- 


trol, was foreshadowed in dispatches 


from Chicago, which announced that 
there was a serious breach between 
the commission and the board of 
control. The Examiner has the fol- 
lowing from Chicago: 

The trouble is this: According to Mr. St. 
Clair, Director-General Davis promised St. 
Ciair and Lindsay thet if Maxwell’s name 
failed to be confirmed he, Davis, would sup- 
port their choice fur the position of chief 
of the horticultural bureau, Messrs. Lind- 
say and St. Clair had a dark horse from 
Kentpeky they were urging for the place. 
His name is Samuels, and, according to his 
— tale he is just the man for the place, 
Evidently the Director-General forgot his 
obligations to the South, for it is certain 
Samuels was not mentioned.

First it was over the site; then came 
the ladies’ fight, and now it appears to 
have settled down to a steady disa- 
greement between the commission and 
board of controi. It may properly be 
observed that the people view these 
personal differences and attempts at 
personal aggrandizement with increas- 
ing dissatisfaction. 

But to return to the matter of 
the appointment to the bead- 
ship of the bureau of __horti- 
culture. The State Board of Trade 
yesterday wired a resolution to Direc- 
tor-General Davis, urging the appoint- 
ment to the position J. de Barth Shorb. 
Mr. Mills reported having received a 
dispatch from Commissioner Thomp- 
son, at Chicago, requesting that the 
names of three candidates be for- 
warded immediately. It therefore looks 
asif Mr. Shorb might, after all, be 
appointed.

It 
appears that the wishes of the people 
of the State, plainly expressed, have 
been slighted to satisfy personal likes 
and dislikes. 

In this connection, it may be men- 
tioned that William H. Mills declines 
any sbare in the credit for the nomina- 
tion of Gen. Chipman, insisting that 
the honor be given to Mr. de Young. Mr. 
Mills adds: “I think the people of 
California should compliment Com- 
missioner de Young for his manly and 
patriotic course in behalf of the 
State. 

Gen. Chipman’s appointment not 
having been confirmed—which is to be 
regretted—we now sincerely hope that 
J. de Barth Shorb, in whose favor Gen. 
Chipman withdrew, will be appointed 
and confirmed to the position. Such 
appointment would be approved by the 
people of the State. 


Since the above was written a dis- 
patch has been received from Chicago 
which makes the situation more com- 
plicated than ever. It is to the effect 
that William G. Forsyth is the man. 
All that is known here of Mr. Forsyth 
is that he is a member of the National 
Commission, a raisin grower of Fresno, 
and that he first proposed the name of 
Maxwell for the place.

A BONE OF CONTENTION, 


Legal Proceedings for the Release 
of Imprisoned Indians, 
* (Chicago T mes.] 

There are certain people who, in 
spite of the fact that the late Indian 
uprising is a thing of the past, con- 
tinue to make it a bone of contention. 
Certain religious bodies have lately 
interested themselves on behalf of the 
Indians and are pleased to state that 
they think they have been unjustly 
treated. The latest agency to interest 
itself in the recent uprising is tbe 
Indias Rights Association, and it is 
unders ood they will soon commence 
legal proceedings for the release of the 
thirty Indians recently brought as 
7 by Gen. Miles from the Pine 

idge agency, and now held as such at 
Fort Sheridan.“ 

The grounds upon which will be 
based the demand for their deliver- 
ance will be that, while not citizens of 
the United States, they are by prece- 
dent and law eutitled tothe protection 
of its courts. Other contentions will 
be that they are not held in confine- 
ment by theirown consent or by any 
process of civil or military law; that if 
they are prisoners of war they have 
never been tried by a military court. 
Other reasons will be cited why they 
should be released and the District 
Court of the United States will, it is 
understood, be called upon to determ- 
ine what civil rights the Indian has. 

In reference to the above, Gen. Nel- 
son A. Miles said: The Indians are 
not régarded either as citizens or a for- 
eign power, although the Government 
makes treaties with them. They are 
looked upon as wards of the Nation 
and are treated as such, being supplied 
with food, raiment and utensils with 
which to contribute to their own sup- 
port. When they commit individual 
acts of violence against the laws of the 
State or Territory made by Congress 
tor their governance they are tried indi- 
vidualiy. When they become hostile 
to the Government as a body ana defy. 
the civil authorities aud contend 
against military power, the Govern- 
ment uses military force against them 
as a people. 

In the last disturbance they became 
infatuated with a religious craze se- 
cretiy instigated by designing white 
men, and were also frenzied and mad- 
dened by huuger, so that they assumed 
a hostile attitude, defying the Govern- 
ment officials and the civil authorities, 
and became a terror to the citizens of 
four States. The military were called 
upon to suppress the hostile element, 
and directions were given by the high- 
est official in the country, the Presi- 
dent of the United States, to use suffi- 
cient force to prevent an outbreak, 
or suppress one when it occurred; 
and to take measures to preventa 
recurrence of the disturbance of the 
peace. Within thirty days the leaders 
of this uprising were either killed or 
arrested and the hostile element driven 
back to the agencies, Where they sur- 
rendered, agreeing to comply with the 
directions of the military. They sur- 
rendered between five and six hundred 
stand of arms, and the leaders that had 
not been killed were required to place 
themselves under contfol of the mili- 
tary for at least six months, Pledges 
and hostages of the good faitb of the 
tribe, as av earnest of peace in future, 
were éxacted. There being so much 
talk of an outbreak this spring, the 
six months’ imprisonment was deemed 


summer. 

„Part of the hostile warriors were 
placed at Fort Sully, Dak. The tribe 
they belonged to, however, gave such 
assurances of peaceful disposition, and 
having lost their leader, Sitting Bull, 
and his immediate following they 
were permitted to go back within the 
last few days under military escort, to 
Standing Rock agency, where they 
arenow. There were 255 in all, in- 
cluding men, Women and children. 

“Those who were separated from 
their people and brought to Fort Sheri- 
dan would have remained until Au- 
gust had not Col, Cody received per- 
mission to take a number of Indians to 
Europe. Col. Cody was told that they 
could go with him if they desired, 
rather than remain at Fort Sheridan 
until August. The trip to Europe 
gave them an opportunity of earning 
some wages and also relieved the 
country of a discordant and disturbing 
element for one and a half years lon- 
ger, and was also regarded as the 
best object-lesson that could be given 
to the savages to absolutely destroy 
any teeling they might have that they 
could successfully. contend against the 
white race.“ 


A TOUR AFOOT, 


Notes of a Trip Through 
Southern Cali ornia. 


UP THE SAN GABRIEL VALLEY, 


Trees and Growth Everywhere—A 
Rampant River—Pampas Plumes— 
“Ranchito del Fuerte“ — The 

Whittier Reform School,

I left the San Rafael ranch at 1:30 
o’clock sharp, crossed the Arroyo Seco 
five minutes later, passed the fruitful 
groves of Pasadena, just shorn of 
golden fruit, yet already covered with 
knobs of green, the promise of next 
year’s magnificent crop, and filed down 
Garfield avenue, leaving the towering 
Raymond on our right, toward beau- 
tiful Alhambra. To the right and to 
the left were signs of faith and in- 
dustry. Trees, trees everywhere. 
Trees in the nursery; trees two years 
old and trees just coming into bearing, 
and all looking bright and happy as if 
somebody cared for them. The only 
disconsolate thing I saw was a dust- 


} begrimed, dilapidated, tottering sign, 


„Lots for sale,“ looking like a 
relic ef a war long passed, begging for 
some one to bury its bones or carry it 
off as atrophy. Upon only one place 
ina six-hours’ tramp did I see the 
formerly well-known inscription, **This 
place tor sale.“ On thecontrary, later 
in the day, when passing through the 
famous walnut groves of the Lower 
San Gebriel Valley, I saw a grove of 
140 acres, forty acres of which of 
younger trees had recently been bought 
for $600 an acre, the owner refusing: 
$1000 an acre for thé 100 acres of older 
trees which are now loaded with fruit. 
About a mile out of Alhambra I step- 
ped over a fresuly-plauted hedge to 
make the acquaintance of an intelli- 
gent-looking man who was cultivating 
about a third of an acre of two-year- 
old orange trees. He came from New 
York State last fall; bought eight 
acres; meant to grow oranges; bought 
3000 plants at $40 per 1000; came tosta 
and make a business ot it. Overdone 
Not a bit fraid of it; had studied the 
question, read the papers and knew 
what he was about, but would not ad- 
vise any one to come unless he had 
enough to live on for a few years until 
he could get a start. 1 tramped ou 
wondering what we should see ten 
years laterif I should pass by that 


way. 

Tree planting extends away beyond 
Alhambra across the Southern Pacific 
track, stretching out into the mesa of 
barley stubble. Here, north and east 
of the convent, és a sample of the 
country of ante-boom ar 
fields as far as the eye can reach. 
walked for an bour at a pretty rapid 
gait on a down grade toward the San 
Gabriel bottoms with barley stubble 
ou either hand, and dotted here and 
there over the plain were the enormous 
stacks of barley hay —thousands of 
tons there must have been, aud thou- 
sands more being stucked. And this 
is but a drop in the big bucketful of 
Southern California this year. 

I came in sight. of the San Gabriel 
Valley proper about 5 p.m:, at the 
point of hills — 
upper and lower, alley. 
Here can be 380 ot the 
ravages of this lawless stream in the 
rainy season. It suggests problems to 
be solved in engineering skill. A 
description can give one no idea of the 
extent of the damage caused by this 
rush of water. In some places it 
merely floods the land as, the, Niie in 
Egypt, leaving it enriched for 
the cultivation of afinuals in the 
dry season; but in others it 
eats right into the banks and 
carries away entire farms, houses, 
barns, trees of twenty -years’ growth, 
and the entire soil to a depth of ten or 
fifteen feet, leaving metbing but the 
barren sand. Soits through the 
domain of the unfortunate Gov. Pio 
Pico, coming so close to his house as to 
carry away an extensive porch, and 
leaving the house itself on the brink of 
a precipice. Next year, should the 
flood be a severe, and sweep against 
that bank, not a vestige of that patri- 
arch’s home would be left, nor of many 
another besides. 

A single county is powerless to meet 
such floods sweeping through its bor- 
ders. It would seem as if the State 
were getting sufficiently strong in 
wealth and numbers to begin to con- 
sider the probiem of. these annual 
floods which are so destructive to inno- 
cent and helpless settlers. The law 
passed by the late Legislature empow- 
ering the construction of levee dis- 
tricts,is a step in the right direction. 

The bottom land between the Old 
Mission and Whittier, a distance of 
five or six miles, is as rich as rich cao 
be. If you would see the Nile, go to 
the San Gabriel bottom, It will grow 
anything, but the English walnut is 
its delight. Look out for big stories 
from this section and be prepared to 
believe them. It was hard trudging 


}through the loose sand and the sun 


was sinking in the west sol halted, 
not to leuru the facts, but am prepared 
Lo believe most anything. 


My goal was Ranchito del Fuerte“ 3 


— the little rauch of the Strongs“ 
about three-quarters of a mile north 
of Whittier, where I arrived at 7 p. 
m., having once missed the road aud 
gotten a good bit toward El Monte 
before discovering my error. 

Here is a specimen of Anglo-Saxon 
industry and enterprize, which, with 
others, is swelling the great side of 
weulth flowing from California’s plains. 
Some twenty years or more ago, 
Charles L. Strong, well known: in min- 
ing circies in California, bought of Pio 
Pico a half section of a choice bit of 
his ranch. Mr. Strong, like so many 
others, came here for his health and a 
lew orange trees were set out. 

Mr. Strung died some years ago. 
About the time Whittier was startied, 
Mrs.⸗Stroug who was then, witb her 
dauguters, sojourning in Los Angeles, 
determined to work the ranch for all 
it was worth. One hundred acres had 


been soid, leaving 220. When people 


hereabouls were spending money on 
surveys, Maps, lot-stakes, brass bands 


1200 was sent to the orange carnival 
at Chicago, The contribution brought 
a letter from a gentleman who saw 
them there, seeking to secure for 
the European market all she could pro- 
duce in lots of 100,000 each, and what 
she could not supply to secure from ber 
neigbbors, Correspondence to that end 
is now in progress. Here is but one 
result of the Cuicago exhibit. Buck of 
it, of Course, is skill, capital and en- 
terprise. Harvesting and curing the 
plumes requires great care and prompt- 
ness. It is all done by hand, and re- 
quires a large force of pickers and 
curers, the harvest season occupying 
from ten days to two weeks in August, 
each plume having to be bandied thbir- 
teen times before it is ready for the 
case in which they are packed in lots 
of 1000 to 1200 each, according to size. 

Between the young trees the whole 
ranch is now in crops of vegetables, 
all of which are diligently cultivated 
and look well. 

W nittier, just beyond this ranch, be- 
gins to put on airs of gentility and im- 
portance, since its days of anxiety and 
doubt are over, and in anticipation of 
the opening of the State Reform school 
on the Ist of July. The latter is cer- 
tainly a well-built, weil-equipped in- 
stitution, and reflects great credit 
upon those who have plauned and ex- 
ecuted this home and school for way- 
ward lads. Some years ago the mem- 
bers of a religious bods convened in 
Boston were invited to visit its public 
institutions, for which that Puritan 
city is famous. Among the compauy 
was a distinguished Senator from a 
Western State, who, as it is termed, 
was a “self-made man,“ unaccustumed 
to these elegancies of modern, and es- 
pecially Buston, life. 

Viewing the advantages which this 
semi-criminal class possessed, and 
miudful of bis boyhood days, he said 
he had succeeded in making some prog- 
ress in life with the limited advantages 
of bis youth, but had he possessed the 
facilities which were here affurded the 
semi-criminal class, which exceeded 
anything he bad ever imagined, he did 
not know what he might have made of 
himself, 

Going over the Whittier Reform 
school one can understand the force of 
the remark. As the equipment of the 
school is now receiving the finishing 
touches preparatory to opening, and 
will doubtiess be fully described in the 
columns of Tne Ts, we pass it by. 

But lest any who see, or read of, this 
substantial Structure and its pretty ap- 
pointments, 
semi-criminal youth are better cared 
for than the virtuous youth, let them 
reflect that it is the sick who needa 
pbysician.’’ Comparisons, to be just, 
should be between es which are 
similar. The fruits of by-gone days 
in the self-made men of the present 
should be compared with the wrecks, 
moral and temporal, which those same 
hard circumstances brought. It may 
be a case of the survival of the fittes:, 
as of the Spartan youth and the Amer- 
ican Indian. The spirit of the present 
day is not merely the survival of the 
fittest, but the rescue of those who 
would otherwise perish. 

If the advantages given to the youth 
of the present day are uniform we 
should bave notbing but commenda- 
tion to extend toall the scholastical 
elegancies and facilities which are ren- 
dered to the moraily and spiritually 
weak, and when those helps are 
stretched out to reform“ instead of 
to “punish,” the fruits will de 
graciously apparent. After all, it is 
the spiritual motive of the projectors 
which is to determine the moral 
caliber of the pliant youth under their 
care. We may bope that the spacious 
chapel which adorns the State Reform 
school at Whittier may be a true index 
of this governing motive, and that in 
days to come many an honored son of 
California may look back to that 
chapel as the home of the impulses 
which led him into the path of virtue 
and hondr. T. W.

McKinley Receives an Ovation, and 
| Will Head the Ticket. 


Outburst of Cheering. 


Old-time Enthusiasm inthe Buck- 
eye State—Nominations to Be 
Made Today— Foraker’s 
Senatorial Hopes. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
_CoLumBus (O.,) June 16.—[By the 
Associated Press.] This has been a 
gala day tothe Republicans of Obio. 
No one can derive so much unalloyed 
happiness from a discussion of politics 
and denunciation of his political ene- 
mies as the average citizen of the 
Buckeye State, and two thousand en- 
thusiastic Republicans have today de- 
voted themselves assiduously to an 
arraignment of the Democretic party, 
and incidentally to the nomination ofa 
State ticket. There has been little 
room for strife in this last busi- 
ness, as the nomination of Maj. 
McKiuley will be made by acclama- 
tion tomorrow, and although there is 
sharp competition for the lesser places, 
these offices are almost lost to sight in 
the interest manifested in the question 
of Republican or Democratic success 
in Ohio, for it is believed that as Ohio 
goes next fall, she will go in 1892. 

To a casual observer today, the 
opening scenes of the convention pre- 
sented more the appearance of a 
Blaine- Foraker ratification meeting 
than an ordinary State convention. 
It is no secret that Foraker aspires to 
succeed Sherman in the Senate, and 
young men, who are his followers, 
dominated the convention. In a 
like degree the young Repub- 
licans appeared devoted to Jumes 
G. Blaine; yet the ovation which 
greeted mention of the distinguished 
Secretary of State was by no means 


Presideut Harrison and Senator Sher- 
man are also dear to the heart of the 
average Ohio man, as the uproarious 
applause which greeted mention of 
their names testified. 


The most critical campaign in the 
history of Ouio politics opened to- 
day when the gavel fell on _ the 
most enthusiastic of Republican 
State conventions the Buckeye Com- 
monwealth has ever known. The im- 
portance of the result of this cam- 
paign, not only to the State, but to the 
Nation, is fully realized, and all the 
devices known to modern politics will 
be exerted by both parties to win a 
tavorable verdict from the people in 
November next.

Hill was fifty-five years old when he died, 
and had been president of the bank since 
1877. He was looked upon as a modest, 
genial, unassuming fellow. He lived at 
Brunswick, N. J., in comfortable but not 
extravagant style. He was fond of riding, 
and always hada pair of valuable horses. 
Charitable and benevolent enterprises were 
liberally supported by him. His brother, 
Charles S. Hill, committed suicide in 1884, 
after robbing the National bank of New 
Jersey of $168,000. 

The shoe dealers of New York were sur 
prised the other day by the failure of Mer- 
ton. H. Copeland, a large wholesaler on 
Reade street. Two creditors obtained at- 
tachments, but when the deputy sheriff en- 
tered Copeland’s place of business he found 
nothing but the safe. The whole stock had 
been transferred to the auction rooms of 
L. & C. Wise next door, who claimed that 
the goods were consigned to them for sale 
on commission, and that they had advanced 
Copeland $15,000 cash on account. They 
also claimed the safe and book accounts, 
amounting to about $10,000.

THE SAN QUINTIN RAILROAD. 


The, Cable Road’s Economical Meas- 
ures—Rumor About the Rio 
Grande Western—Ceneral 
and Personal Mention. 


The general freight agents of ‘the roads 
leading toward Chicago are receiving deli- 
cate attention from the newspapers of that 
city on account of the rates they have 
agreed upon for exhibits and other things 
destined for the World’s Fair. They have 
agreed to carry such goods only at full tariff 
rates to Chicago, with switching charges 
added, and return them free, under certain 
conditions, The Chicago papers claim that 
the traffic men shouid have either made a 
charge of half tariff rate each way, or car- 
ried the things free to Chicago and collect 
full rates on everything returned, sold or 
unsold. This is only another instance of | 
the fact that the public wants to man- 
age railroads one way and the 
hired oflicers of the roads want to 
do it according to their own plans. 
The adopted rate was intended to 
be reasonable on such goods as were taken 
to Chicago for exhibition only, and not for 
sale, If the railroad representatives were 
to make the kind of rates demanded by the 
Chicago papers there would doubtiess be 
such — 1 — of miscellaneous freight 
transpor thither as to stock up whoie- 
sale houses and cripple the earnings of the 
roads for the ensuing year. Kailroads— 
noteven those entering Chicago—are not 
run purely for benevolent purposes, but 
some revenue is naturally expected to ac- 
crue from their operation, It would be 
nice to have the roads carry everything 
free to Chicago—including pevple—and de-
